S a c r a m e n t o , February IT, 1880. 
The Senate met iu regular session at 10 ▲. m., 
Pres dcrt Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 


REPORTS. 
Mr. Bakf.r, from the Committee on Public Build­ 
ings and Grounds, report d back favorably’, with an 
amendment, 8 nate Bill No. 33d—an Act io provide 
for the construction of a Normal School builuiug. 
Mr. Harlan presented the following minority re­ 
port on the same subject: 
Mr. President: The undersigned, a minority of 
the Commit lee on Public 
Buildings, most re­ 
spectfully begs leave to dissent from the opinion of 
the majority in recomnie ding the pa>sagc of the 
bill providing for the erection of a State Normal 
School buiiui. g at San Jose, and appropriating 
$150,000 ther-for. The undersigned is of the opiuion 
that if it is necessary to protide a Normal School 
system, the public interests would be best sub­ 
served by the erection of at least three buildings of 
moderate pretensions in different portions of the 
State. The benefits of the system would thus be 
broug .t home to those most directly interested. 
Under the Constitution it is entirely competent for 
us to provide for such a system. All of which is 
respectfully submitted. 
^ 
Mr. Enos, from the San Francisco delegation, re­ 
ported back bills with the following recomendations : 
Seuate Bill No. 142—An Act to classify according to 
population, and to provide for the organization, in­ 
corporation and government of consolidated cities 
and counties of over 100,000 population—indefinite 
postponement; Senate Bill No. 224—An Act to pro­ 
vide for the payment of certain property heretofore 
taken for public use - indefinite postponement; 
Senate Bill No. 335—An Act to provide for the ap­ 
pointment of an additional Notary Public for the 
city and county of San Francisco—passage; Senate 
Bill No. 1«7 -An Act repealing an Act to confer fur­ 
ther power on the Board of Supervisors of the city 
and C4>uuty of San Francisco—a majority of the 
committee recommend the adoption of a resolution 
referring the bill to Senators Neumann, Nelson and 
Conger, and authorize them to proceed to San Fran­ 
cisco aud ascertain the merits of the case. 
Mr. DicKiNsqy presented a minority report signed 
byr himself and Messrs. Hittell and Neumann against 
the adoption of the resolution.

Mr. 1'ARi'KK, from the Committee on Finance, re­ 
ported back ¿cuate Bills Nos. 101, 188, 120, 206,199, 
196 and 28»), relative to taxation, with the recom­ 
mendation that they be indefinitely postponed, and 
presenting a substitute for them ail from the Joint 
Committee on Finance ami Wavs and Means, accom­ 
panied by a long report explaining their action. 
Mr. M o r e l a n d , from a minority* of the Joiut 
Committee on Finance and Ways and Means, pre­ 
sented a rejHjrt against the fiassage of the substi­ 
tute offered by the majority, accomp liied by a sub­ 
stitute from the minority. 
Both of the reports and substitutes were ordered 
printed out of their order, and made the special or­ 
der for Thursday at 1:30 r. M. 
Mr. P a r d e e , from the Committee on Finance, re­ 
poned back .favorably Senate Bill No. 296 - An Act. 
to appropriate money for the support of orphans, 
half-orphans and abandoned children* and Senate 
Bill No. 228—on the same subject—with a recom­ 
mendation that the author have leave to with­ 
draw it.

By Mr West—An Act to amend Section 2906 and 
certain other sections of the Political Code. | Makes 
the Board of Supervisors of each county the Harbor 
Commissioners thereof.J Committee on county and 
Town Governments. 
By Mr. Johnson— An Act to impose a license 
upon land owners. | Provides a system of graduated 
tux ition on land ] Committee on Judiciary. 
. 
By 51 r. Watson—An Act for tlio construction of a 
railroad from the town of Truckee, Nevaia e-untv, 
to the town of Quincy, Plumas county, and to reg- 
ula'e fares and freights th.reon. Committee on 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. Exos—An Act to amend Section 581 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, in reference to where 
cases in Court may be dismissed or nonsuit entered. 
Committee on Judiciary. 
By Mr. Rowell (by request'--An Act to preserve 
water right»*. 
Committee on Irrigation, Water 
Rights and Drainage. 
Also (by request), an Act to repeal Section 1422 of 
the Civil Code, haiue committee. 


SECOND READING. 
The Senate took up the general file for the second 
reading of bilis, as follows: 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 11—Relative to 
the utilization of convict labor (by Mr. Baker)—was 
read second t me, amendments of the Committee on 
Federal Relations adopted, and resolution ordered 
engrorsed. 
Senate Bill No. 130—An Act to create and main 
tain a labor bureau, and a bureau of land, labor, 
capital, social, vital and industrial statistics (by Mr. 
Johnson) ; and Senate Bill No. 256—An Act to 
establish and support a bureau of land and labor 
statistics (by Mr. Watson)—were passed on the file. 
Senate Bdl No. 169—An Act making eight hours a 
legal day’s work (by Mr. Enos)—was taken up. 
Mr. Zuck moved to indefinitely postpone the bill. 
He explained that the reason the committee re­ 
ported adversely to the bill was that the substance 
of the bill was already in the statute. 
Mr. Enos opposed the motion. He held that the 
bill was not the same as the law on the statute 
book. It was a bill drawn in conformity with the 
provisions of the new Constitution. 
Mr. Ciiase took the same ground as Mr Zuck. 
He favored an eight-hour law, but this was not 
needed. 
Mr. H i t t e l l objected to the bill on that ground, 
and also on the ground that it was not made a part 
of the Codes. 
The ioil was called, and the bill indefinitely post 
poned by a vote of 29 ayes to 9 noes 
Senate Bill No. 204—An Act for the relief of John 
E. Reynolds (by Mr. Carlock)—was taken up. 
Mr. Ntk moved that it he indefinitely postponed. 
Mr. C a r l o c k explained the bill, and said it was 
only a repetition of the bills that came up every 
session to pay parties for the capture of stage rob­ 
bers who died before they could be convicted. It 
was a case ot equity, and the bill ought to pass. 
Mr. Davis held that the claim was not a legal 
claim. If it was only an equitable claim, the bill 
would be unconstitutional, as being a gift. He 
thought Mr Reynolds did a good service, and ought 
to be paid for the killing of this robber, but did not 
believe he could be jxiid in this way. 
Mr. J o h n s o n took the opposite view. 
He held 
the bill to bo entirely constitutional and the claim 
to be an equitable one. He held it was not a gift 
by the State, for a gift was the giving of something 
without any consideration. That provision was not 
put into the C»institution for the purpose of pre­ 
venting the 
Legislature from paying equitable 
claims. 
lie cited eases to show that the previous 
Legislatures had a*ways («aid these bills. 
Mr. Davis held that the practice in previous 
Legislatures iiPthis regard had been vicious. 
Mr. C h e n e y said that on further examination of 
the matter he had changed his conclusions, and now 
differed from a majority of the Committee on Judi­ 
ciary on this bill. 
He held ¿Ids was not a gift, but 
it a as a payment for services done the State. 
Mr. W e n d e l l h e l d the bill to be unconstitutional 
on the ground that it was a gift. He took the same 
ground as Mr. D a m 
Mr. Chase said that it should be a very forcible 
*laim of equity to induce the Legislature to pay a 
claim that it was admitted was not a legal ouc. 
It 
was the dutv of the Senate to protect the treasury 
and reduce taxation, lie would vote against the 
bill. 
' 
Mr. Enos favored the passage of -the bill, holding 
that the claim was an equitable one. The Senate 
was not to be guided absolutely by the rep rt of the 
Committee on JuiicL«rr. It should be guided%y it* 
own judgment, lit-did not bold the payment of 
the claim to be a gif:. 
Mr. B itte l urg*d that it was a gift within the 
meaning »if tbe Constitution. 
Mr. Kane op)r»sed the bill on the ground that it 
uasepeciil *>r class legislation. It was Opposed to 
tho letter arid spirit i f the » w Constitution. 
[President pro tem. Baker in the ehaiiv) 
Mr. Ntk d kmd d the report of the C iinmfttee on 
Judiciary, holding- the bill to be unconstitutional. 
Th#* ayes and nuts? were d .mande-1, and the mo­ 
tion to indefinitely postpone prct nlvd by a \ 0te of 
20 ayes to 10 oou?. 
» 


Mr. J o h n s o n gave notice of a motion to recon­ 
sider. 
The Senate took the usual recess 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Seriate reassembled at 1:30 P. M., President 
pro tem. Baker in the Chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
Mr. H u d s o n reported correctly enrolled and sent 
to the Governor ¿enate C ncurrent Resolution No. 
30, relative to Yosemite Commissioners. 
Senate Bill No. 209—An Act to amend Section 
3779 of the Political Code (by Mr. Langford)—was 
indefinitely postponed. 
Senate Bill No. 208—An Act to empower Justices 
of the Peace to hold inquests concerning fires (bv 
Mr. George)—was taken up and returned to the 
Commit tee. on Judiciary. 
Senate Bill No. 217—An Act relative to official 
bonds (by Mr. Enos)— was taken up. 
Mr. N t k moved that the bill be indefinitely post­ 
poned. The dLcretion should be left in the hands 
of the Supervisors. 
. 
Mr. E n o s defended the bill, and said it was to pre­ 
vent a repetition of the action of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors in San Francisco, after the last election, 
and 
imply provided that the amount; of official 
bonds shall not be raised except by the Legislature. 
Mr. H i t t e l l favored the motiou to indefinitely 
postpone. 
Mr. t o n o e r hoped the bill would not be indefi­ 
nitely postponed. 
It might need some amendment, 
but something ought to be done to limit the action 
of Boards of ¿upervisors iu such cases. 
Mr. C i i a s k thought the bill would do injury io 
some cases. He thought the power to fix bouds 
should be left with the Boards of Supervisors. 
Mr. J o h n s o n said he would vote against the in­ 
definite postponement, so that the bill might be 
amended. 
Mr. D i c k i n s o n favored the indefinite postpone­ 
ment of the bill, on the ground that the Constitu­ 
tion required this Legislature to provide local gov- 
em ronts. The Legislature was not the (dace to 
regulate this subject. 
Mr. T r a y l o r favored the indefinite postponement. 
, Mr. N t k moved that the bill be referred to the 
Committee on Town and County Goverumen*.*.

They shall have power 
to e®.t one of their number President of said Board, 
to appoint a Secretary, to appoint a bailiff who shall 
perform the duties of janitor; also, to employ a 
stenographer whenever they may deem it expedi­ 
ent.” 
Mr. M o r e l a n d said he eou'd not see whv the c m- 
mittec had not reported amendments to the Assem­ 
bly bill, instead of the Senate bill, the former hav­ 
ing gone ihrough all of the stages in the Assembly. 
It the Senate bill was passed it would have to go to 
the Assembly and go through three readings, and it 
would co sume a great deal of time. 
Mr. Nyb eallrd upon the Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee ou Corporations to explain the difference be­ 
tween Senate Bill No. 84 and Assembly Bill No. 84. 
Mr. S e a r s said that the Committee on Corpo­ 
rations had the bills all beftve them, and picked out 
Senate Bill No. 84 as the one bei:*g the ne .rest com 
plete and amended that, believing that time would 
be gained by so doing. Assembly Bill No. 8-1 was 
nothing more than an enabling Act. It simply or­ 
ganized the Board and fixed the salaries of the Com­ 
missioners, but did not even provide for paying the 
salarie*. 3 lie Senate bill had been carefully consi 1- 
ered and amended, and provided for putting the 
Board into operation in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of the Constitution. 
Mr. M o r e l a n d said he w*as not convinced, and 
insisted that it would be lietter to take up the As­ 
sembly bill and amend that. 
Mr. D ic k i n s o n said the committee had carefully 
considered the question, and it was their judgment 
that time would be gained by taking the course they 
had. The Senate bill had not required so manv 
amendments as the Assembly bill. 
He. us one of 
the committee, had favored amending the Senate 
bill, believing that it was better to commence the 
building at the foundation than at the roof. 
It was 
easier to amend a bill of thirty sections by adding 
one section to it, than to amend a bill of one section 
by adding thirty sections to it. 
The question was put on the substitute to Section 
1 of Senate Bill No. 84, aud it was adopted. 
Mr. 51o k e l a n U moved to amend Section 1 by in­ 
serting between the words “ Railroad ” and “ Com­ 
missioners” the words “ and Transportation.” 
Mr. Su.aks suggested that the amendments offered 
by tho committee be considered first, and then other 
amendments be taken up. 
Mr. Moreland withdrew his amendment. 
The Secretary read the committee substitute for 
Section 2, as follows : 
“ Section 2.« The salary of cork Commissioner 
shall be [four] thousand dollars pet annum, the sal­ 
ary of the Secretary shall be twenty hundred dollars 
per annum, the salary of the lliiTff shall be ftwe.ve] 
hundred dollars per annum ; such salaries to be paid 
by the State of California in the same manner as 
the salaries of State elhcers are paid. The stenog­ 
rapher shall receive a reasonable compensation for 
his services, the amount to be fixed by the State 
Board of Examiners, and paid by the State. Said 
Commissioners, and the persons in their ofiicial em­ 
ployment,, when traveling iu the performance of 
their official duties, shall have their traveling cx 
penses, other than transportation, paid, the amount 
to he passed on by the ¿tatc Board of Examiners, 
ami paid by the State. Said Board of Railroad Com­ 
mission# rs shall be allowed one hundred dollars per 
month for office rent, and fifty dollars i#er month 
for fiu-1. lights, postage, expressage, gqbscrip.ions 
to publications upon the subject of transportation 
and oilier incidental expenses, to be paid by the 
State : provided, that all moneys remaining unex­ 
pended at the expiration Of cacli fiscal year shall be 
returned to the State Treasury. Said Board is fur­ 
ther authorized to expend not to exceed four hun­ 
dred dollars for office furniture and fixtures, to 
be paid by the State. The State shall furnish said 
Board with all necessary stationery and printing, 
upon requisitions signed by the President of said 
Board.” 
51r. Kane moved to amend by making the salary 
cf the Commissioners $3,000 instead of .ft,000* 
51 r. D i c k i n s o n opposed the amendment. 
He be­ 
lieved that these Commissioners, to whom such ex­ 
traordinary powe s were given, should receive at 
least as much salary as the Superior Judges. Their 
duties were onerous, their responsibility great 
and their tunc would be as fully occupied. 
5Ir. T b a y l >r favored the amendment. 
lie held 
that if ¿3,000 a year wjs enough for the State offi­ 
cers, suoli as the Secrtiary of State, the Controller 
and Attorney-General, it was enough for these 
Commissioners. 'J heir duties were not more oner­ 
ous and ’heir time no more fully occupied. 
Mr Conger oppo* ed the amendment. He was not 
in favor of very* high nor very low salaries, but lie 
thought these men ha i great responsibility resting 
upon them, and they c u^ht to have at least s 1,000 a 
ye it. He had been oppose 1 to haring the Railroad 
Commission, became he believed too much power 
was given to it, but the people had decided to hrve 
it, ami he thought they should pay the Commis­ 
sioners a decent salary. 
51 r. K a n e urged the adoption of this amendment. 
He was in favor of paying every man a decent i^al 
ary for whatever line of business he followed, but 
he was also in favor of doing right by the people. 
He was not in favor of making a king of any man 
on American soil. The diys of ’49 had gone by and 
the days of 1880 were upon us. There were men in 
San Francisco, he might say almost barefooted, who 
were 
just

intelligent, 
just 
as 
capal le 
and 
just 
as 
com(>ctent 
to 
fill 
this 
great 
position 
of 
huilroad Commissioner 
as 
any one of these Commissioners. No man was ever 
made more hone3t by coin, and a high salary would 
not make men any more honest 
He believed the 
Railroad Commissioners of Illinois only got $3,OCO, 
and they had fifteenffirnes as manv railroads. 'Hie 
great part of the w-ork of these Commissioners would 
be completed the firet year, and then their duties 
would not be great. He wanted to see this Legisla­ 
ture carry out economy faithfully, and not make 
men priuc-s aud kings by gi.ing them such high 
salaries. He predicted that at the next Legislature 
there would be a bill to do away with the Railroad 
Commissioners. He believe» 1 that was the sentiment 
of the people he represented, especially cf the Elev­ 
enth Senatorial District. 
' 
. 
51r. Zuck favored the amendment, elaborating the 
srgumeftt of 5!r. Traylor in regard to the salary of 
the State officers. 
He did not believe the Railroad 
Commissioners ought to have auy more pay than 
those officers. There were only a few of the coun­ 
ties where the Superior Judge» received 84,000 ; in 
all the rest they received $3,u00. 
He went through 
the ealari.-s and duties of several State officers to 
show that 83,000 was ample for the Commissioners 
as compared with those officers.

C O M M ITTEES. 


Under consideration of the debris and drainage 
question before the Committees on Agriculture and 
on Water Bights and Drainage, Mr. Hall, State En­ 
gineer, appeared upon request, and was interrogated 
as to the practicability oi plans for controlling the 
debris. He gave it as his decided opinion that the 
injury resulting from it could be overcome without 
at.reasonable expenditure of money. 
He would 
construct dams in the streams causing the debris, in 
rtie mountain and foothill region, for storing the 
heavy materia s that come down. Then construct 
leveed and so treat the rivers that they would con­ 
duct the water orf. This would io time restore the 
ri\trs largely to their original condition, the action 
of the water cutting out the deposit already tlure if 
other was rot constantly being added. 
The river 
would require different treatment at different place*. 
Colonel G H. M&ndell, United State* Engineer, in 
charge of the improvements of the Sacramento 
river under the General Government, also present 
by invitation, was asked many questions upon the 
subjecrfand corroborated the’ views of Mr. Hall, 
and a so made further suggestions in the same 
direction. He said the present bad state of the 
Sacramento river was due mostly to the incum­ 
brances of sands which have Idled in from hydraulic 
mining; that this is becoming wor-e and worse 
year by year, and unless checked will finally lead 
to di.-a?tro;j.s result». That he had been investigat­ 
ing the subject under the direction of the General 
Government, and had surveyed the Sacramento 
river below this city. That comparing the results 
of thcte surveys with the maps made by Captain 
Wilkes in 1871, it i* proved that the low water line 
at 
Sacramento 
has 
been 
raised 
about 
five 
f»?et, and 
the 
pools 
have 
been 
filled 
in 
manv places to a very much greater depth. 
The rc?u!t» of these investigations is the conclusion 
that it is imperatively necessary that the mining de­ 
tritus should be restrained above as far as pasible, 
and that no time ought to l»e lost in providing this 
restraint, for if another freshet shoold occur and 
wash down further faiids to ii.ctnnher the chaim#)* 
the problem 
would become much 
more diffi­ 
cult.

Toe construe ion of t!;e-e dams would be compara­

higher up the canyons, ar«l thu* continue the ef- 
f ctiveness of the work. The construction of th# re 
dams can be accomplished the present season, and 
should by all means be done. 
In his exam­ 
inations 
he 
had 
bored

in manv 
places, and found 
the 
bed to be composed, almost without exception, of 
sand, ana these dkms would hold this sand and pre­ 
vent its filling up the nver channel, Hiid even the 
bay, to which it extends. 
With regard to the safety 
of these dams no apprehens ons need be felt as to 
their stability, and no danger would result, as it is 
gravel and sand, and not water, th a t’s held back. 
Both Colonel Meiuleil and Mr. Hall were positive 
as to the practicability of taking care of this debris, 
and advised immediate action. They also stated 
that the reclamation of the lands of the valleys 
were all inter-connected in such a way that this re­ 
clamation ought to be under the control of one di­ 
rection, and that the treatment of this detritus is 
the first step in the reclamation of these lands. 
The committee met la»t night in the Assembly 
chamber, Messrs. Downs and Chamberlain presid­ 
ing, to further consider the “Act to Promote Drain­ 
age,” which call* for a C» mmission, to be known as 
a Board of Slate Drainage Commissioners, etc. The 
bill has been heretofore gi en in full iu the Record- 
Union. There were present at the session a large 
number of citizens ol^^crainento, butter and Yuba 
counties and the adjacent country. 
Mr. Ostrera add rosed the committee against the 
bill, lie said the bill sounded well to a inr.n rot 
acquainted w ith the surrounding circumstances. The 
bill was entirely wrong and far too Sweeping. There 
is absolutely no limits to the powers of the pro^sed 
Commissioners. There is no check whatever. There 
was only one portion of the bill that he would con­ 
sent to, and that is the enacting clause. 
W. B. C. Brown oppoeed the passage of the bill 
There are many reasons why every man who wishes 
^the welfare of the State should oppose thiB bill. 'I hese 
''men can override all power and all authority. They 
can call for any amount of money they may see fit, 
and saddle the expense upon the people of the 
State. The State Kngmeer has nothing to s^y as to 
how much money is to be spent or how much work 
shall be d(Mie. He did not consider it to be good 
policy t * saddle the Stale with fui ther debt. He 
knew Engineers Hall and Mcndell toad done their 
work well, but they had not completed it, and they 
both sav that against such floods as those of 1862 
and 1878 the reclamation provided for in the bill 
would be of 
no 
ava 1, and the valley could 
not be aHsurcd against such floods by the proposed 
plan. 
People lmd leveed in sections, as at Sacra­ 
mento, against all floods like those of the f>ast. lie 
did not want to be understood as opposing clearing 
out the river or aiding in the proper disposal of 
mining debris, but this bill he declared proposed a 
mere ex|*eriment, and to try it proposes to tax 
every inch of property in the districts indicated. 
With the light before us now it is imjiossible to say 
what sort of a reclamation Act will be of advantage 
to the bt&te. Why should the people from Yuba to 
Shasta have their property taxed and bonded to see 
if sume Commissioners can’t keep the waters from 
running over the swamp lands of the State? Mr. 
llall had said, even without debris, the waters can’t 
in a flood-year be kept in the river. The bill is an 
expensive one. 
It gives the Commission unlimited 
power to incur expenses. There are no safeguards 
to protect the Treasury from the Commission. The 
bill is against the financial policy of the people. 
He had watched the floods fur vtars, and believed 
the 
new 
bill’s 
experiment 
would also fail. 
As to improving the navigation of the river, thcre|i.s 
no sufficient data on which to act. 
The engineers 
agree that no works will protect the people except 
against about third class floods. Sacramento has 
leveed in herself quite securtl)*, yet she is asked to 
count all that cost as nothing, and while she is 
staggering under debt to shoulder still great* r liabil­ 
ities, and add still more to her fearful taxation. He 
believed the cities of the valley can be protected by 
substantial levees, but that it is impossible for many 
years to levee in all the Sacramento vallev liable to 
overflow’. 
He believed the bill to be une»institu­ 
tional. Article XL, Section 13 (on town and county 
governments), says there shall be delegated to 110 
special commission any power to interfere with any 
town or county, or levy taxes or perform municipal 
functions. 
Mr. Ostrom again addressed the committee, re­ 
ferring to the State Engineer’s report, where he 
places the land not affected by debns or floods at 
about 3,000,000 acres, and the speaker claimed that 
the bill placed a mortgage in perpetuity upon the 
people of these lands, to protect lauds in which they 
have no interest. The mining and the swamp land 
interests support the bill, and no others are active 
supporters of i t ; but few though they are, the sup­ 
porters are powerful, united and men of influence, 
and hence he feared the bill. 
Hi* people did not 
want the friends of the bill to save them from them­ 
selves. 
George Cadwalader was called for and rescinded, 
saying he was weaned aud preferred to speakat an 
adjourned meeting. He, however, proceeded. 
Mr. 
Parks had assumed by his bill to solve the whole 
problem, and do a work Engineer Smith had de­ 
clared, after eighteen months’ labor, could not be 
done. He asked if Mr. Parks’ system to reclaim tule 
lands had not involved ¿utter county districts ill 
hopeless indebtedness ? 
Mr. Parks replied that 5Ir. Cadwalader knew the 
levees referred to were twice cut by a mob, and that 
thousands of acres of the best «»f lands were unre­ 
claimed solely because of that fact. 
51 r. Cadwalader insisted that the Parks system 
had yroved a failure. He thought it strange that 
51r. Parks had formed an alliance with the hydraulic 
miners, who cannot be taxed to support the system, 
as a mouutainous country cannot he put into a 
drainage system. The bill taxes valley prope ty 
that hydraulic miners may continue their present 
system. The high lands must be excluded from the 
bill, ai.d the Courts will say that mountains and 
hills cannot he put into a valley drainage (list ict. 
The hill creates a debt first, then let come what 
may. He detailed the scheme of the bill, and said 
unheard-of power was given the Board. 
He asked 
General Williams if the great cos*to reclaim island 
land* had not failed. 
Mr. Williams said he had good levees on Grand 
Island, but there was water there, too. 
51 r. Cad wait der said htearoboat slough had filled 
up, 50 that where there was twm ty itet of water 
there is now but t! rue or four, and the river is lifted 
up so th t bipage water pas res through iu tj the 
belly of the island.

General Williams replied that he did not tliink the 
Constitution aimed at quasi municipal bodies, as 
stilted by Mr. Cadwalader, but against those given 
full municipal functions, etc. 
Mr. Cadwaladtrsaid the Constitution prohibit* the 
Lcg.slature delegating municipal p .were to a Com­ 
mission ; yet the bill would permit a ?|H.-cial Com­ 
mission within Sacramento city to drain low* lots on 
the low gra«ie. 
He proc* cded at length to oppose

The Senate Committee, upon consideration of the 
same subject, heard ihe statement of George Cad­ 
walader in relation to the matter, in whlbh he 
stated that there are two great rivers in the world 
that carry a grtut amount of sediment—they are 
the Nile and Mississippi. They carry about one per 
cent, detritus. 
Our Sacramento and tributaries 
carry from three to four |»er cent. In Novemr er 
last the State Engineer reported that it was im­ 
practicable to carry on a system of drainage se|>- 
arate and apart from the debris question. There 
is no river in the United States that could receive 
and dispose of the amount of debris pahsing in the 
Sacramento unless it be the Niagara. Mr. Allardt, 
in his report of investigation* made during the 
past season, says that there has already been 
162,000,000 cubic yards sluiced out into the Yuba 
river and it» tributaries, and the amount now 
lodged iu the canyons will not exceed 12,000,000* 
cubic yards, and the balance boa passed down. 
Over 18,000 acres of valley land on the Yuba have 
been utterly destroyed by debris, ami converted iu- 
to willow jungle*, and a similar amoui.t has also 
been destroyed on Bear river. The bed of the 
Yuba at Marysville ha* filled up to the level with 
the city, where there was oi cc a channel for naviga­ 
tion of 20 to 22 feet in depth. This debris is de­ 
stroying the best lands of the State, and not only 
the Sacramento river a* a navigable stieam, but also 
the bays into which it empties. There are daily 
washed out by the Yuba miniog operation* 51,000 
cubic yards from the mountains, out of which at 
least 25,000 cubic yards a:e carried down upon the 
agricultural lands at.<1 into the nver channels.

Leading papers of 
the East are protesting in favor of inainnUnit g the 
navigable watt re of the rivers and interlacing bay * ior 
the general use» of commerce. In Nevada County, of 
about 20,000 inhabitants, the r» gion » uere- the Y'uba 
mining i* done, only about 400 men fo’ all kinds of 
work arc employed in conne '.o r with mining. 
A section tf a ditch 1,200 feet !«*iu, leading from a 
mine, had to be cleaned ont by op . :iing the sand- 
gates and flooding it off, as it is calico, three times 
each day, the ditch becoming entirely filled that 
often. The farm of Mr. Che.iy, on the Yuba river, 
which be had cultivated 8ir.ee 1846, was, by a break 
in the levee in 1876, m a few* hours cvcred with 
white sand up to the third board on the fences, anil 
the entire farm of 400 or 560 aeres entirely ruined. 
Other simifctr cases were stated. 
ALs-, tho destruc­ 
tion of farms after being leveed,by the channel filling 
up and the water in the river becoming higher thsn 
the adjoining land, in which case, iu certain classes 
of soil, if the land lie* in such a position as tt* retain 
water upon it, it will become a lake.

spondents, and believes in th e policy of 
p u ttin g th e press under censorship in the 
field, th e popular sym pathy w ill probably 
be w ith th e w riter more than w ith the 
Boldier. 
The issue betw een them , how ­ 
ever, is entirely one of facts, w hich it 
m ust be possible to prove or disprove. Dr. 
Russell asserts positively th a t th e troops 
behaved disgracefully a t the Cape ; th at 
th e y pillaged stores and even villag es; 
th a t 
they 
stole 
liquor 
and 
drank 
to 
excess ; 
th a t 
th ey 
were 
con­ 
sta n tly guilty of th e m ost flagrant ami 
aggravated insubordination ; th a t they as­ 
saulted th eir own officers ; th a t they robbed 
an d m altreated their allies ; th a t in short 
th e y behaved mure like a lot of escaped 
convicts than like disciplined soldiers be­ 
longing to a civiliz-J nation. 
I t is per­ 
fectly evident th a t if none of these charges 
are true, their falsity can bo exposed w ith­ 
o u t m uch difficulty, b u t th a t if th ey are 
tru e, th eir accuracy can be dem onstrated 
by a cloud of witnesses, for none of the 
th in g s charged are alleged to have been 
done in a corner, bu t openly. 
Stores and 
villages cannot be pillaged w ithout wit- 
n sses, and the victim s in such a case 
w ould certainly not hesitate to give evi­ 
dence if called upon. 
In undertaking 
to deny 
the 
tru th of 
all 
Dr. 
R us­ 
sell’s 
averm ents, 
Sir 
G arnet 
W olse- 
ley has evidently assum ed a very dif­ 
ficult 
task, 
y et 
it 
is 
certain 
th a t 
be could not rest silent under such im puta­ 
tions upon his capacity as Com mander-in- 
Chief. 
The Duke of W ellington had some 
very rough raw m aterial sent to him during 
th e Peninsular cam paign, 
and his men 
evinced strong inclinations tow ards p lun­ 
der. 
B ut he prom ptly hanged every de­ 
tec ted thief, 
and th e 
discipline made 
honest men of all the survivors. 
I t is 
difficult to believe th a t equal sternness 
w ould n o t have proved as effectual at the 
Cape, and it is impossible to doubt th a t 
th e Provost M arshal was the only effectual 
rem edy for such outrages as Dr. Russell 
charges upon the English troops during the 
S ooth African campaign. 


T he testim ony of Bishop H are on th e 
cause of th e rem oval of th e Poncas, given 
before tfie Senate Com m ittee, as detailed 
in our dispatches yesterday m orning, does 
no t tend to m odify th e conclusions w hich 
have been reached by all who have given 
th is sham eful caso any exam ination. 
The 
Bishop stated th a t the Poncas w ere re­ 
moved in order to get them ou t of th e 
reach of th e Sioux, who had been raiding 
upon them . 
T his statem ent of course in­ 
volved th e admission th a t the U nited States 
G overnm ent was afraid of th e Sioux, and 
th a t rath er th an have any trouble w ith 
them it was w illing to com m it a cruel o u t­ 
rage upon a loyal and peaceable tribe. 
Bishop H are’s ow n p art in th e removal of 
the Poncas appeafs to have been altogether 
unjustifiable, even on his own showing, 
b u t it is necessary to poiut o ut th a t his ex­ 
planation of th e cause of the removal of 
th e tribe does n o t agree w ith th e official 
statem ents of th e Secretary of the Interior, 
or w ith the facts as ascertained by special 
inquiry. 
Uast N ovem ber a public m eet­ 
ing of 
th e m erchants of 
Boston was 
held, and it was v o ted ilo appoint a com­ 
m ittee of five ‘ ‘ to investigate th e wrongs 
“ of th e Ponca Indians, and the general 
“ m anagem eht of all the Indian tribes, and 
“ to report in p rin t.” 
The com m ittee ap­ 
pointed consisted of Hon. Thom as Talbot, 
Governor of M assachusetts ; Hon. Fred O. 
Prince, M ayor of B o sto n ; Rev. Ilufus E l­ 
lis, D. D .; Hon. John W . Candler, and 
W . H . Lincoln. 
The report of th a t com 
m ittee has been printed, and is now before 
us, and it embodies a mass of evidence 
concerning the treatm ent, n ot only of the 
Poncas, b u t of all the Indian tribes, of the 
m ost sham eful and hum iliating character. 
The facts about th e removal of the Poncas 
are no t easily to be gathered from official 
docum ents, fur th e reason th a t the m ost 
inconsistent 
and 
contradictory 
stories 
have 
been told in 
successive 
reports. 
Thus, 
in 
th e 
report 
of 
th e 
Secre­ 
tary of th e In terio r for 1876 it is stated 
th a t “ during th e year th e chiefs and head 
“ m en of th e B rule Sioux asked for and 
“ obtained perm ission to visit th e Ponca 
“ Ageuoy, fur the purpose of m aking a 
“ trea ty w ith the Poncas, w ith whom they 
“ had been on unfriendly term s for years. 
“ This trea ty was effected and entered 
“ into w ith th e best of fa ith .” 
In 187 
however, th e Secretary’s report says th a t 
the removal of the Poncas “ was resolved 
“ upon for the reason th a t it seemed de- 
“ sirable to get them out of th e way of the 
“ m uch more 
num erous 
and powerful 
“ Sionr, w ith 
whom . th eir 
relations 
“ were u n frien d ly ;” th e tre a ty betw een 
th e Poncas and Sioux, of 
th e 
previ­ 
ous year, having apparently been forgot­ 
ten. 
In his report of 1876 th e Secretary 
takes a new departure, casting aside the 
stories of th e preceding years, and says : 
“ T h at th e Poncas were grievously wronged 
“ by th eir rem oval from the location on 
“ the M issouri river to the Indian T erri- 
“ toryT, th eir old reservation having, by 
“ mistake in m aking th e Sioux treaty , been 
“ transferred to the Sioux, has been at 
“ length aud repeatedly set forth in my 
“ rep o rts.” 
In 187S Commissioner H ay t 
said in his re p o rt: 
“ I t should be rcmem- 
“ bered th a t th eir old reservation in Da- 
“ kota was confirmed to th e Poncas by 
“ solemn 
treaty . 
* 
* 
T h at 
treaty, 
“ which is still in force, also recognized cer­ 
t a i n depredation claims w hich are still 
“ unadjusted. 
By a blunder in m aking the 
“ Sioux trea ty of 186S, the 96,000 acres 
“ belonging to th e Poncas were ceded to 
“ the Sioux. 
The negotiators had no right 
“ w hatever to m ake th e cession.” 


TILDIN MOVING. 


I t is evident th a t the old gentlem an of 
<4ram crcy Park is not only still alive, h u t 
th a t he is possessed cf enough vitality to 
give a great deal of trouble to th e politi­ 
cians of his own party, and to the press of 
th e opposition, w hich never can m ake up 
its m ind w hether to regard him as a corpse 
o r as a superbuinanly active kind of demon. 
F o r several m onths past it has been an­ 
nounced at intervals th a t this tim e he was 
laid on the shelf for good, and now conies 
th e som ew hat inconsistent statem ent th a t 
he has captured tw o-thirds 
or 
three- 
fourths of th e S tate organizations already, 
an d th a t he is prepared to force his own 
nom ination for th e Presidency upon the 
p arty , despite all opposition. 
T ruly, if 
th is report be correct, M r. Tilden deserves 
to be looked upon as the m ost rem arkable 
politician of this o r any other period. 
If, 
w hile 
believed 
to

hibernation, 
be 
can 
th u s 
steal 
a 
inarch upo* his enemies and rivals, and 
c ap tu re th e N ational D em ocratic Conven­ 
tion in advance, wo are inclined to th in k 
th a t it w ill be q uite useless to offer any 
fu rth e r resistance to his programme. 
U n­ 
fortu n ately , how ever, it is not possible to 
accept these stories w ith o u t reservation. 
In fact, so m uch of 
th a t is necessary 
th a t w e should nut be in th e least sur­ 
prised to see it stated to-m orrow th a t Mr. 
T ilden had abandoned all th ought of am ­ 
bition, and was conteut to live in Am eri­ 
can history as th e great em bodim ent of 
F raud, or w ords to th a t effect. 
I t is clear, 
how ever, th a t those who tre a t of M r. T il­ 
d e n o n eh t to decide w hether he is to be 
regarded as a corpse or as a hobgoblin, be­ 
cause th e tw o view s are no t com patible, 
an d th e attem p t to harm onize them alw ays 


re su lts in confusion aud perplexity. 


The theory of a m istake in a treaty 
v, ith another tribe is contem ptuously dis­ 
missed by the Boston Com m ittee, who do 
not hesitate to sayT, “ the presum ption is 
“ th a t th e greed of gain, at the cost of 
“ the spoliation of this inoffensive tribe 
“ aud th e agony and blood of the victims 
" o f this crim e, 
were th e tru e causes. 
“ T h at is to say, there were parties pecu- 
“ m arily interested in this removal, who 
“ succeeded in effecting its accomplish- 
“ rncnt.” 
They then proceed to inquire 
into th e accuracy of th e official plea th a t 
the Roncas consented to th e rem oval, and 
th ey find th a t this statem ent is u tte r­ 
ly untrue. 
The Poncas protested against 
it to th e last, 
and 
only 
w ent 
when 
th e 
G overnm ent threatened to employ 
force 
in 
th eir 
removal. 
They 
were 
then, 
against 
the 
m ost 
earnest 
en­ 
treaties 
of th e 
wbo’e 
tribe, removed 
from a northern to a southern clim ate, 
and from a healthy’ to 
an unhealthy 
region, and were th ru st into a malarious 
territory w ithout adequate shelter or sup­ 
plies, a t the w orst season of the year. 
I t 
was a removal alm ost rivalling in callous 
inhum anity and b ru tality th a t of th e A ca­ 
dian farm ers, described by the author of 
“ Evangeline.” 
The unfortunate Poncas 
were a t once assailed by disease, aud num ­ 
bers of them died speedily. 
The rem ain­ 
der of th e tribe, u tterly dislicai tened, as 
well th ey m ight be 6n fiuding them selves 
delivered over a helpless prey to some of 
the w orst scoundrels th a t ever escaped the 
gallows, 
pined and languished. 
I t is 
gravely stated in th e repurt of their Agent, 
th a t “ they seem to have lost faith in the 
“ promises of the G overnm ent, aud often 
“ say th a t the I treat F ath er has forgotten 
“ them .” W ell m ay the Boston Com mittee 
ask, 
“ Is it possible in this 
civilized 
“ and so-called C hristian com m unity, and 
“ in this age of refinem ent and culture, 
“ th a t such outrages and atrocities can be 
“ passed upon so lightly ?” 
A nd th e Pon­ 
cas were th e very best Indians on the con­ 
tinent. 
I t is said th a t no m em ber of the 
tribe ever killed a w hite man. 
T hey have 
alw ays obeyed the orders of th e G overn­ 
ment. 
H ad they been bloodthirsty and 
lawless, like the Sioux, there can be no 
question th a t they would have fared b etter 
at th e hands of the G overnm ent. 
I t ap­ 
pears, however, th a t they have never re­ 
linquished th eir rights to the reservation 
from which they were so cruelly removed. 
The title still vests in them , they having 
signed no papers relinquishing it, nor 
having violated any of th e provisions of 
th e treaty by w hich it was ceded to 
them . 
T he 
com m ittee 
reach 
the con­ 
clusions : 
(1.) 
“ T hat th e Poncas were 
“ unlaw fully 
removed. 
(2.) 
The 
re- 
“ su it of such removal has been m ost 
“ disastrous to them as a people. 
(3.) 
" T he title to th eir land in D akota is a 
“ valid one, and should be so recognized 
“ by th e D epartm ent, as well as decided 
“ by th e C ourts. 
(4.) I t is the boundcn 
“ d u ty of the G overnm ent to restore these 
“ Poncas to th eir homes w ithout delay, 
“ and to m ake th e m ost am ple restitution 
“ possible. 
(5.) A com m ittee c-f Congress 
“ should be appointed to investigate the 
“ expenditure of m oney furnished for their 
“ removal, and all other facts relating to 
“ the e lse.” 
Congress has now taken the 
m atter up tardily, and it is barely possible 
th a t som ething m ay be done, th e more 
especially s.nee th e recent rem oval of Com­ 
m issioner H ay t has stirred up a m ass of 
scandal in connection w ith Indian affairs 
too_fiagrant to be longer ignored. 


T he inquiry in to th is m atter appears to 
have opened a tolerably rich vein of scan­ 
dal. 
T he statem ents of ex-architect Ball 
before th e com m ittee on M onday night 
im ply th e existence of corruption in the 
arrangem ents som ewhere, or if not of cor­ 
ru p tio n , of very deliberate and intrepid 
m isrepresentation. 
T he relations betw een 
M essrs. Bail and Irw in do not appear to be 
a t all friendly, and th e form er evhlently 
entertains peculiar views as to th e integrity 
of th e la tte r ; an expression of w hich views 
on th e occasion referred to alm ost pro­ 
duced a personal collision. 
I t Í3 obvious 
th a t th e com m ittee ought not to have al­ 
lowed w itnesses to proceed to such lengths 
before interfering, aud th a t charges of dis­ 
honesty and falsehood should 
no t 
be 
received upon th e unsupported assertion 
of any one. 
Such accusations having been 
made, however, it will be necessary to in­ 
quire into them strictly, as w rong im pres­ 
sions are ap t to g et abroad.

L ast season’s crop is 
so deficient th at already, in some parts of the 
country, stocks of home-grown wheat in 
farmer's’ hands are almost exhausted. 
F or­ 
eign arrived somewhat more freely both at 
London and Liverpool. 
Nevertheless, there 
has been a decidedly stronger feeling in for­ 
eign wheat, particularly last Monday, when 
a brisk and healthy demand was experienced 
for all varieties a t an advance of 6d. to Is. 
per quarter on the week. 
This improvement 
was due to the legitimate effect of small 
imports, a diminution of stocks and the 
acknowledged scarcity of wheat in France. 
Towards the close of the week there was 
a look of animation, both a t London and in 
the provinces, iu consequence of the extreme 
demands of holders, but M onday’s prices for 
red and white wheat were fully maiutaineil.

A r e measurement was made at one time, upon my 
application, and $2,74150 wm allowed me additional 
to previous estimates, which, after deducting 10 per 
cent left $2,467. 
'ihis was in June, 1879. The 
measurement was made within the space of two 
hours, and was too qunkly done to be accurate or 
satisfactory. 
If the whole amount that was due me 
on monthl} estimates had been paid me as it became 
due I would have had sufficient funds to pay my 
men and gone on with my contract. 
There was a 
determination on the part of Bennett, the architect, 
to drive me off the job, and they finally succeeded. 
The contract was made on the 25th of July, 1875, 
aiid I went to work within thirty days thereafter, 
and I think, in the fore part of August. The es i­ 
mate made in the middle of November of the first 
year was not because I asked it deferred from Oc­ 
tober, but because of netflect on the part of the 
architect. .

MINOR MENTION. 
The Senate Committee on Corporations considered 
Senate Bill No. 188, in relation to fire and marine 
iusur&nce, and amended it so as to make the amount 
required te be dej»osited $200,000 instead of $500,000, 
and with some other uuimport&nt changes will re­ 
port the bill back with passage recommended. A 
minority report will also be submitted, the principal 
objection to the bill being against any deposit being 
required. Senate Bill No. 7, upon the same sub­ 
ject, will be repo ~ ted back with recommendation of 
indefinite postponement. 
Assembly Committee on Corporations had before 
it Assembly Bill No.'lOO—in relation to mutual in 
surance companies—and agreed to report it back, 
without any recommendation, for consideration of 
the Assembly. 
Committee on County Government and Muuidpal 
Corporations agreed to Assembly Bill No. 327, with 
some amendments, providing for fire departments 
in unincorporated towns, and for levying and col­ 
lecting taxes iu support of ttem . The bill to be 
returned to Assembly and passage recommended. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


[SPECIAL BY TRLKORAril TO TIIE RECORD-UNION.] 


S e ñ a le . 
Washington, February 17th.—Many petitions 
were presented from railroad oompauics against the 
reduction of the duty on steel rails. 
A bill providing for celebrating the hundredth 
anniversary of the recognition of American inde­ 
pendence by a general celebration at New York iu 
1883 was placed on the calendar. 
Saulsbury presented a majority report of the 
Committee on Elections in the Iuga'H case. The 
report finds that bri fiery and corruption were em­ 
ployed to secure Ingalls' election, but there was no 
evidence that Ingalls authorized such improper acts, 
or that they in fact secured his election. 
Cameron (Wisconsin) presented a minority report, 
signed by Hoar, Logan and himself, concurring in 
that part of the majority report which exonerates 
Ingalls, butexpre-riiig the opinion that when the 
report * states that corruption yras employed it 
should iu justice state what was proved, that such 
means were employed in opposition to his election. 
The reports were ordered printed. 
Randolph introduced the following amendment to 
the bill lor the relief of Fitz John l’orter: 
That the President is hereby authorized to nom­ 
inate and, by and with the advice of the Senate, to 
appoint Fitz John Porter Colonel of infantry of the 
Army of the United States, lys commission to bear 
date January 16,1863, with the pay and emoluments 
of that rank from that date until he shall be relieved 
according to law, or as hereafter provided for. 
Section 2. That at any time after granting such 
commission it shall be lawful for the President to 
place said Porter on the retired list of the army oil 
the pay of a retired Colo el of infantry. 
Ordered printed, aud tabled subject to Randolph’s 
•all. 
saulsbury stated, that during the recent investiga­ 
tions caused before the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, a question arose to what extent tele­ 
grams could properly be used in evidence, and the 
committee had instruc ed him to report the follow­ 
ing : 
Resolved, That telegraphic messages and copies of 
records of the same in possession of telegraph com­ 
panies, their officers or servants, are not privileged 
by law from production and examination on proper 
process before a committee authorized to send for 
persons and papers. 
Reached, That the order for the production of 
such documents ought to be so regulated by sound 
discretion as to protect the privacy of communica­ 
tions not related to the matter under investigation, 
and especially that the authority making such order 
ought first to be satisfied that the message sought 
is, if obtained, likely to be material to the pending 
investigation, and the order ought, as far as practica­ 
ble, to describe with reasonable certainty the par­ 
ticular message or messages wquired. 
Ordered printed and laid on the table. 
Hoar of Massachusetts—1 understand that these 
are reported as resolutions which have governed 
the action of the committee, for thr information of 
the Senate and the public, and not for adoption by 
the Senate. 
Logan submitted the followiug, which was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Naval Affairs: 
Hero Iced, That the Secretary of the Navy be au­ 
thorized to equip and furnish a vessel for the pur 
pose of conveying to Ireland such contributions of 
fered, and other supplies as are furnished in the 
United States for the relief of the suffering in Ire­ 
land. 
. 
Gordon gave notice that to-morrow he would 
move that the doors be closed, and that the Senate 
proceed to consider the motion of Davis to recon­ 
sider the vote appointing a special committee on 
the Interoceanic Canal. 
The bill authorizing the Secretary of the Interior 
and the Secretary of the Treasury to employ addi­ 
tional clerks to facilitate the transaction ot pensions 
and other business was taken up. 
Beck said the CoBimissioner of Pensions had no 
right to anticipate the action of Congress, as he had 
in employing extra clerks. 
Wallace stated that the appropriations had not 
yet been exceeded, and the law was not violated. 
Kirkwood asserted that $290,000 in claims are 
pending, and every member of Congress is over­ 
whelmed with protests from his constituents against 
unreasonable delay. 
Saulsbury 
pleaded 
economy, 
and Voorhecs 
thought it misapplied economy where hundreds of 
people to whom pensions arc justly due are waiting 
and dying without settlement, because Congress 
was stingy. The Land Office was iu the same con­ 
dition. 
Others- spoke in the same vein, ’and Wallace 
hoped this bill, which did what the Commissioner 
asks, would pass. 
Bock paid a compliment to Secretary Thompson, 
who he said was the only executive officer who did 
not violate the law. 
• 
The bill finally passed, and after an executive ses­ 
sion the Senate adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , February 17th.—The regular order 
was a motion to lay on the table the motion to recon­ 
sider the vote by w hich the House yesterday ordered 
the main question <ti the bill prohibiting the publi­ 
cation of lottery schemes in the District of Colum­ 
bia. The motion was defeated— 111 to 117. 
The motion to reconsider was then agreed to. 
Knott moved to lay the bill on the table. Re­ 
jected. 
(The bill goes over till next District day.] 
The bill regulating the removal of causes .from 
State to Federal Courts was then taken up iu the 
morning hour. 
Knott supported it. lie instanced the great 
power of cor]K>rations, one of which, like an enor- 
movs octopus, stretched its moustrous tentacles into 
eleven States, controlled COO miles of railroad, and 
its financial operations were second to the Govern­ 
ment itself. Congress could not disturb these para­ 
sites on the body polit’c, but it ought to deprive 
them of their extraordinary privileges, as this bill 
contemplated, and which they had iu contravention 
to the Constitution. 
He criticised the Courts’ de­ 
cisions which regarded corporations ai citizens. The 
logical conclusion from the decisions was that it 
might become President or General of the Army, 
but it had no soul, and could not take an oath or be 
damned. 
The bill went over. t 
The House then recommenced tue revision of the 
rules. 
Warner’s amended substitute to Speer’s amend­ 
ment to Rule 21— providing that it should be in o r­ 
der to reduce the amount of money provided by the 
existing law, and to that extent only change the 
law—was rejected by 32 to SO. 
The next amendment was Lowe’s —prohibiting 
partisan legislation upon appropriation bills 
Bell submitted an amenament that wbeu an 
amendment is offered to an appropriation bi.l 
changing the l¿w, the retrenchment proposed shall 
not be bv inference, but shall expressly specify the 
amount of jnoncy thereby saved. 
Hurd spoke against preventing legislation on the 
appropriation bills. History indicated that the pro- 
n-ions of the Cow5titu*ion which gave the House 
the sole power to originate revenue bills had been 
violated, but il>e representatives of the people might 
control the purse and compel a redress of grievances 
and the adoption of healthful legislation. It was a 
proper check on the President. i*peer and Warner 
were projwsing to surrender this power, but they 
could only do so by a constitutional amendment. 
He renewed the ad vantages which had accrued to 
the Democracy and to the nation through using this 
power during the extra session 
And now, in the 
midst of victory, it was proposed to surrender aud 
quit the conte-t for the liberties of the people. 
Warner repudiated tiiis as undemocratic doctrine; 
that the House, bv aithbo ding legitimate appro­ 
priations had a right to coerce the Senate or Execu­ 
tive. Our Preside ta never had that p wer which 
was taken from King John. 
He did not propose to 
recoguize that doctrine. 
All p over in this country 
originates with the people. 
They redressed their 
own grievances, not the Executive. 
Speer offered as a substitute for Lowe’s amend­ 
ment that it shall be in order to strike out any 
amount and insert a less amount. 
The Speaker sustained Bftckburn’s point, that 
this had already been voted down and was out of 
order. 
Garfield took an appeal, and the Chair was sus­ 
tained by 119 to 100. 
Several like amendments were voted down by the 
Democrats, and the House adjourned.
